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IN T HE CLAIMS: __ 

1. (Currently amended) A method of notifying a eJieet gybscrjber of a status of an 
electronic auction, wh erein the electronic auct ion co ntains a plurality of item s, 
comprising the steps of: 

receiving a notification preference from a s ubscriber using a client device for eacl^ 
pneof a plurality oF auction item s bid on by a subscriber, the notification preference for 
each one of th e plurality of auction items bid o n by t he subscriber identifying when to 
notify the client ofa siatus of aJ^idJfor a respective one of th e p lurality of auction ite ms 
bi d on by the subscribcrm the electronic auction, wherein the nolificatjQn preference for 
each one of the plurality of auctio n ite ms bid on by the subsc ri ber is independent of t he 
notification preference , fo r other auction item s bid on by the subscriber; 

matching the notification preference for an .auction it em hid on by the subscriber 
to a current status of the-e]eclrorrieHHtetie» a bid o n an auction item, bid on by the 
siLl2££.rj.r4C£; and 

transmitting a notification lo the subscriber using a client device based on the 
matching of the notification preference f or the auc i ion ite m bid on by the subs cr iber to 
the current status of the electron ic auction fairfL.Qn.l ho auction item b id on by the 
subscriber. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

displaying a selectable presentation of at tc:ist one notification criteria, the 
noli fication criteria identi Tying a plurality of auction sequences and a method in which to 
deliver the notification. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2, further comprising: 

displaying a selectable presentation of at least one notification transmission 
method. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein the notification transmission method is 
at least one of electronic mail, a telephone, a facsimile and a pager. 
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5. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein Ihe notification preference is at least 
one of a minimum bid notification, a no bid notification, a bidding close notification, an 
outbid notification and a winning bid notification. 

6. (Cancelled) 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the noli fication preference comprises 
default notification parameters. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the subscriber is an interested party, 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the subscriber is at least one ora buyer 
and a seller in the auction. 

1 0. (Currently amended) A system having mains for notifying a €l4e*t subscriber ofa 
status of an elect ionic auction^Jisrdat hc electronic au ctio n contains a plurality of 
items , comprising: 

receiving means for receiving a notification preference from a subscriber using q 
clionLdeyjc o for each on e ofa plurality of au ction items bid onbv a subscriber , the 
notification preference for each on e o f the nlaralit v o f auction items bid on bv the 
sHl^scnbcr identifying when to notify the client ofa status of a bid for a respective one of 
t he pi nralitv _of a uction items bi d o n by the subscri ber in the electronic auction , wfrc rcin 
the notifi cation prefe renc e for each one o f the plurality of a uction items bid on by the 
.s ubscriber is indep endent of the not ification pref er ence for other auction items bid on bv 
I he s ubscriber; 

matching means for matching the notification preference fo r an auction item bid 
on by the subscriber to a current status of the eleGtro«i€-a«elion a bid on an auction item 
hi d on bv t he sub scriber : and 

transmitting a notification to the sub scriber using a client device based on the 
matching of tlie notification preference forjhc aiicl ion item bid on by the subscriber to 
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the current status of the electronic -auction bid on \ he aucti o n item hid on bv t he 
aib^cribcr. 

1 1. (Original) The system of claim 1 0, further comprising: 

displaying means for displaying a selectable? presentation ofat least one 
notification criteria, the notification criteria identifying a plurality of auction sequences 
and a method in which to deliver the notification, 

12. (Original) The system of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

displaying means for displaying a selectable presentation of at least one 
notification transmission method. 

13. (Original) The system of claim 12, wherein the notification transmission method 
is at least one of electronic mail, a telephone, a facsimile and a pager. 

14. (Original) The system of claim 1 0, wherein the noti Hcation preference is at least 
one of a minimum bid notification, a no bid notification, a bidding close notification, an 
outbid notification and a winning bid noli fieation, 

15. (Cancelled) 

1 6. (Original) The system of claim 10, wherein the notification preference comprises 
default notification parameters. 

17. (Original) The system of claim 10, wherein the subscriber is an interested party, 

1 8. (Original) The system of claim 10, wherein the subscriber is at least one of a 
buyer and u seller in the auction. 

19. (Currently amended) A computer program on a computer usable medium having 
computer readable program code for notifying a frlieftf s ubscriber of a status of an 
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electronic auction , wherein the elect ronic auction contain s a plurality of items. 
comprising: 

first instructions receiving a notification preference from a subscriber using a 
client device for e ach one ofa plurality _q_f a u ction, items bid on bv a subscriber, the 
notification preference fbr_cach on e of the pluralit y of aucti on items bid on byjfeg 
sub scriber identifying when to noti fy the client of a status of a bid fo r a respective one of 
the pluralit y of auction item s bid on by the subscri ber in the electronic auction , wherein 
th£JQfililji.Qql ion pre ference for each o ne of the plur a lity of auction items bid on bv the 
subs criber is indepen dent of the notification prefer ence for other auction items bid on bv 
the 55nbsrifegr. 

second instructions for matching the notification preference for an auction item 
bid on by Ihc ?iib$ffril?cr to a current status of fhe<!eetFemc-auction a bid oi\an auction 
item bid on by the sub scriber: and 

third instructions for transmitting a noti ftcitiion to the subscriber u s ing a client 
<icyico based on the matching of the notification preference for the auction item bi d on by 
^subscriber to the current status of the eleclronk-ftaetieft bid on the aucti o n item hid on 
by the su bscriber. 

20. (Original) The computer program of claim 1 9, further comprising: 
Fourth instructions for displaying a selectable presentation of at least one 

notification criteria, the notification criteria identifying a plurality of auction sequences 
and a method in which to deliver the notification. 

2 1 . (Original) The computer program of claim 20, further comprising: 
fifth instructions for displaying a selectable presentation of at least one 

notification transmission method. 

22. (Original) The computer program of claim 21, wherein the notification fifth 
instruction further include instructions for the transmission method to be at least one of 
electronic mail, a telephone, a facsimile and a pager. 
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23. (Original) The computer program of claim 19, wherein the first instructions 
further include instructions Tor the notification preference to be at least one of a minimum 
bid notification, a no bid notification, a bidding close notification, an outbid notification 
and a winning bid notification.

25. (Origi nal) The computer program of claim 1 9, wherein the first instructions 
further include instructions for the notification preference to comprise default notification 
parameters, 



26. (Original) The computer progrnm of claim 1 9, wherein the subscriber is an 
interested party. 



27. (Original) The computer program of claim 1 9, wherein tho subscriber is at least 
one of a buyer and a seller. 
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
